Was Coming to Atlanta. 

Freight train No. 20, which was al- 
most. completely demolished, was a 
through freight from Birmingham. It 
left that city Thursday night at 11:46 
o'clock, and was due in Atlanta yester- 
day afternoon. 

The train was hedvy TYa@ened, cafrry- 
ing 29 freight cars, two of them next 
to the tender being lime, the next pig- 
iron, the fourth yarn, and the fifth 
coal.

After getting orders, Conductor Un- 
derwood climbed into the cab with En- 
gineer Lee and Head Brakeman Jack- 
son, with Monroe Taylor already in the 
cab. 

‘The train had just begun to hit it up 
when the fatal curve was reached. , 

Engineer Lee was the first to anny 
the trouble. Rounding a sharp curve, 
through a deep cut, he saw dead ahead| 
a landslide of dirt and rock, which, at) 
the bank, Was twelve feet high, thirty | 
feet through, and completely covered 
both tracks. 

In a twinkling he threw on the re- 
verse brake, shut down the throttle, and 
blew a long blast on the whistle, warn- 
ing the lone brakeman in the cab at 
the rear of the train. 

Had No Time to Jump. 


This blast attracted the attention of 
the other three men in the cab. They 
wanted to jump, so they say, but the 
blast and the blow came in such quick 
succession that they did not have time. 

Engineer Lee could have jumped, but 
had he done so it would have meant 
his death, for the engine hit the land- 
slide and turned, dragging the tender, 
where he would have jumped, and over- 
turning and piling up the next nine 
freight cars. 

He and the others made a scramble 
from the engine cab to avoid the es- 
caping steam, which caused the death 
of Engineers Edwards and Snapps, of 
the ifN-fated Southern wreck of a week 
ago. How they got out and got away 
the men were all too dazed to say. 

As soon as the crash came, the en-| 
gine was burrowed half way through 
the dirt and had pulled the tender off 
the trucks after it. 

Nine big box cars were piled behind 
the wreck. and the train caught on fire 
from the fire box in the engine. The box 
car of yarn smouldered for a long while. 

The latest report was to the effect 
that five cars were burned, and the fire 
was under control. -When the crasit 
came the cars filled with lime were 
among the first to break open. A cloud 
of white dust rose, filling the air and 
choking the men, who had so recently 
looked death in the face. 


Wrecking Train Sent. 


Shortly after the wreck occurred the 
was wired to Atlanta, and help 
was asked. A wrecking train was made 
up at Howell, and with Dr. Richardson 
aboard, was hurried to the scene af the 
wreck. The wrecking crew got “busy 
with the debris and fire, while the en- 
gine and coaekh hurried the injured men 
to the city. 

All traffic over this Hine was delayed, 
and the trains were detoured via the 
Southern at Rockmart. 

At the hospital it was stated that Con- 
ductor Underwood was injured slightly, 
in the left breast, Engineer Lee in the 
breast and back, and Fireman Monroe 
Taylor, a scratch on the hand and @ 
sprained back. 

In speaking of the miraculous escape 
from death Conductor Underwood, in 
charge of the train, said: “It all seems 
like a bad dream, for if ever a man 
faced death and afterwards found him-) 
self alive I am that man. It was a 
miracie and nothing short of it that 
saved all our lives. 

“Four men on an engine, the engine

Mr. Whitaker was 
ordered to appear on January 24 before 
the board of police commissioners’ to an- 
swer these charges. 

The board did not make i charges 
against the five detectives who acted as 
the inspector's escort during the shoot- 
ing affray. The inspectdr has declared 
that these men showld be exonera ted, 
that they were *®béyink his orders to see 
that no one interfered in his personal 
quarrel. Consideration of the inspec-

200 pounds, but Roberts, who 
is a little fellow, succeeded in getting 
to him and preventing his alm;from be- 
ing true. He finally got the Inspector 
to his Knees, ‘but ‘was then caught by 
several detectives and was himSelf hurl- 
ed to the floor. 

Detectives Glynn, Dale, Coyle, Holy- 
land and Methe were the’ Officers sus- 
pended with Whittaker. Action will be 
taken against Inspector Whittaker and

EAST SIDERS 
STILL RIOTING 


Crowd of 2,000 Congregate 
and Arrests Are 
Made. 


Naw York, January !7.—Forcible resist- 


ance by tenants whom an upper east 


was trying to evict, re- 
sulted today in ‘the gathering of a crowd 
Of 2,000 or more of sympathizers in the 
neighborhood, who made so much trou- 
ble for the police that the precinct re- 
serves were called out. During the riot- 
ing four women and a number of men 
were taken into custody 

The riotous demonstration began when 
a city marshal and about twenty-five as- 
sistants visited the block on the south 
side of East One Hundred and Fourth 
street, between First and Second avenue, 
with elghty dispossessory warrants for 
families who had unitedly demanded re- 
duction in rents of a dollar a month, 
and had refused to pay the landlord's 
collector more than the new rate they 
had fixed. The taking out of the furni- 
ture from the rooms of the first family 
visited was the signal for an attack 
on the marshal and his men by scores 
of tenants. Angry women surrounded a 
patrolman who had gone to the mar-

DUG GRAVES AT NIGHT 
BY LIGHT OF THE MOON 


Boyertown, Pa., January !7.—The un- 
common sight of a gang of Italian la- 
borers digging graves by the light of 
the moon for the burial of the dead of 
the Rhoades opera house disaster was 
witnessed in Union and Fairview ceme- 
teries last night. So many funerals are 
to be held today, tomorrow and Sunday 
that the borough authorities found it 
necessary to keep men at work all 
night. A large number of funerals were 
held today. The coroner today placed 
the number of dead at 173. 

The unidentified dead are buried in a 
trench 70 feet long and 40 feet wide. 
Each of the thirty unidentified bodies 
will ‘be placed in a separate coffin and 
each coffin will be separated from the 
others by a brick wall. The bodies will 
be placed in a semi-circle and at some 
future time a monument wil] be erected 
on the spot. 


It is expected that the inquest will 


not be held until some time next week. 


Nearly everybody living here turned 
out today to pay respect to victims of 
the fire. Many of the graves in the 
two cemeteries were not ready to re- 
ceive the caskets, and mourners e8- 
corting bodies were compelled to wait 
for hours to bury their dead. AS @ re- 
sult of this some of the funerals set 
for this afternoon were postponed untill 
tomorrow. It was the intention to bury 
the unknown dead tomorrow, but Cor- 
oner Strasser has postponed interment 
of these bodies to give the relatives of

missing persons more time to look over 
the unidentified victims.

Mr. Herbert Knox Smith, whose zeal in the cause 
‘of economic reform has been in no wise abated by 
the panic which he and his kind did g€° much to 
bring on, is out with an answer to President Mof- 
fett, of the Standard Oil Company of Indiana. The 
publication of this answer, it is officially given 
out, was delayed several weeks, “for business rea- 
sons,” because it was not deemed advisable to 
further excite the public mind, which was pro- 
foundly disturbed by the crisis. Now that the 
storm clouds have-rolled by, however, the Commis- 
sioner rushes again into the fray. 

Our readers remember that the chief points in 
the defense of the Standard Oil Cimpany, as pre- 
sented by President Moffett, were, (1) that the rate 
of six cents on oil from Whiting to East St. Louis 
tas been issued to the Standard Oil Company as 
the lawful rate by employees of the Alton, (2) that 
the 18cent rate on file with the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission was a class and not a commod- 


ity rate, never being intended to apply to oil, (3) 
that oil was shipped in large quantities between 
Whiting and East St. Louis over the Chicago end 
Eastern Illinois at six and one-fourth cents per 
/hundred pounds, which has been filed with the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission as the lawful rate, 
and (4) that the 18-cent rate on oil was entirely 
cut of proportion to lawful rates on other commod- 
ities between these points of a similar character, 
end of greater value, such, for example, as linseed 
oil, the lawful rate on which was eight cents. Pres- 
ident Moffett also stated that thousands of tons of 
freight had been sent by other shippers between 
these points under substantially the same condi- 
tions as governed the shipments of the Standard 
Oil Company. 

This defense of the Standard Oil Company was 
widely quoted and has undoubtedly exerted a pow- 


erful influence upon the public mind. Naturally 
the Administration which has staked the success 
of its campaign against the “trusts” upon the re- 
sult of its attack upon this company, endeavors to 
offset this influence, and hence the new deliver- 
ance of Commissioner Smith. 

We need hardly to point out that his rebutta: 
argument is extremely weak, although as strong, 
no doubt, as the circumstances would warrant. He 
answers the points made by [President Moffett 
substantially as follows: (1) The Standard Oil 
Company had a traffic department, and should 
have known that the six-cent rate had not been 
filed, (2) no answer, (3) the Chicago and Eastern 
Illinois rate was a secret rate because !t read, not 
from Whiting, but from Dolton, which is described 
as “a village of about 1,500 population just outside 
of Chicago. Its only claim to note is that it has 
been for many years the point of origin for this 
and similar. secret rates.” The Commissioner ad- 
mits in describing this rate that there was a note 
attached stating that the rate could also be used 
from Whiting. 

The press has quite generally hailed this state- 
ment of the Commissioner of Corporations as a 
conclusive refutation of what is evidently recog- 
nized as the strongest rebuttal argument advanced 
by the Standard. 

In fact, it is as weak and inconclusive as the re- 


terminate at Dolton, from which point entrance is 
made over the Belt Line. Whiting, where the oil 
freight originates, is not on the lines of the Chi- 
cago and Eastern Illinois, which receives its Whit- 
ing freight from the Belt Line at Dolton. The 
former practice, now discontinued, in filing tariffs 
was to make them read from a point on the line of 
the filing road, and it was also general to state on 
the same sheet that the tariff would apply to other 
points, e. g., Whiting. The Chicago and Eastern 
Illinois followed this practice in filing its rate from 
Dolton, and making a note on the sheet that is 
applied to Whiting. This was in 1895, when this 
method of filing tariffs was in common use. 


Now let us see in what way the intending ship- 
per of oil could be misled and deceived by the fact 
that the Chicago and Eastern Illinois had not filed 
a rate reading from Whiting. Commissioner Smith 
contends that “concealment is the only motive for 
such a.circuitous arrangement,” i. e., that this 
method of filing the rate wag intended to mislead 


intending competitors of the Standard Oil Company. 


Suppose such a prospective oil refiner had applied 
to the Interstate Commerce Commission for the 
rate from Chicago to East St. Louis over the 
Chicago and Eastern Illinois, he would have been 
informed that the only rate filed with the commis- 
sion by this company was 61-4 cents from Dolton, 
and he would have been further informed, if, in- 
deed, he did not know this already; that this rate 
applied - throughout Chicago territory. So that 
whether he wished to locate his plant at Whiting, 
or anywhere else about Chicago, under an arrange- 
ment of long standing, and which applies to all the 
industrial towns in the neighborhood of Chicago, 
he could have his freight, delivered over the Belt 
Line to the Chicago and Eastern Illinois at Dolton 
and transported to East St. Louis’at a rate of 61-4 
cents. Where, then, is the concealment which the 
Commissioner of Corporations makes so much of? 
Any rate—from Dolton on the Eastern Illinois or 
Chappell on the Alton, or Harvey on the Illinois 
Central, ‘or Blue Island on the Rock Island, 
applies throughout Chicago territory to _ ship- 
ments, from Whiting, as to shipments from 
any other point in the _ district. So far 
from the Eastern Illinois filing its rate from 
Dolton in order to deceive the shipper, it is the

pers in the territory had been guilty. Considering 
the fact that these shippers included the packers 
and elevator men of Chicago,-the action of the 
grand jury in calling upon President Moffett to 
furnish evidence of their wrong-doing may be in- 
terpreted as a demand for an -iaboration of the 
cbvious; but the fact that a rate-book containing 
these freight rates for other shippers was offered 
in evidence during the trial and ruled out by Judge 
Landis, was kept out of sight. President Moffett 
would not, of course, accept the invitation of the 
grand jury, although he might have been pardoned 
if he had referreed them to various official investi- 
gations by the Interstate Commerce Commission 
and other departments of the Government. 


We come back, therefore, to the conclusion of the 
whole matter, which is that the Standard Oil Com- 
pany of Indiana was fined an amount equal to 
seven or eight times the value of its entire prop- 
erty, because its traffic department did not verify 
the statement of the Alton rate clerk, that the six- 
cent commodity rate on oil had been properly filed 
with the Interstate Commerce Commission. There 
is no evidence, and none was introduced at the 
trial, that any shipper of oil from Chicago territory 
had been interfered with by the eighteen-cent rate, 
nor that the failure of the Alton to file its six-cent 
rate had resulted in any diserimination against any 
independent shipper.—we must take this on the 
word of the Commissioner of Corporations and 
of Judge Landis. Neither is it denied, even by Mr. 
Smith, that the “independent” shipper of oil, whom 
he pictures as being driven out of business by this 
discrimination of the Alton, could have shipped all 
the oil he desired to ship from Whiting via Dolton 
over the lines of the Chicago and Eastern IIlinois 
to East St. Loufs. In short, President Moffett’s de- 
fense is still good, and we predict will be so de- 
clared by the higher court. 


The Standard Oil Company has been charged 
with all manner of crimes and misdemeanors. Be-

Judge Weakly Spoke in Defense 
of Alabama Laws, 


SMITH SPOKE FOR ROADS 


Judge Weakly Was Speaking When 
the Court Adjourned—He Will 
Be Followed by Senator 
John C. Spooner, 
of Wisconsin, 


Montgomery, Ala., January 1!7.—Greg- 
ory lL. Smith, for the railroads, was 
the only speaker in the hearing of the 
state-railroad litigation before Judge 
Thomas C. Jones, of the United States 
eourt this morning. 'He argued that the 
laws passed at last session of the legis- 
lature were such as to deprive the 
railroads of just returns and as they 
were amendatory of'the old acts, the 
old injunctions shoul€ be amended to 
cover them. 

Mr. Smith said the question was one 
of principle. If the legislature, under 
political excitement, can pass laws to 
take the property of the railroads it 
will, under other stress of like kind, 
take other property. The railroads 
must prosper if the state does, and the 
crippling of one means loss to tne other. 

Afternoon Session. 


In beginning at the afternoon session 
his discussion of the issue, Judge Weak- 
ley said it was not his purpose to bring 
in a decision which might have an im- 
material bearing upon the controversy, 
but he would confine himself to a cita- 
tion to other gases which had a direct 
and definite bearing, 
were a great many. 

He would not discuss the policy of the 
legislature. Not that it could not be 
successfully defended, but because such 
a discussion was unnecessary. 

“Federal courts do not and cannot 
comcern themselves with the policy of 
State legislatures,”’ said Judge Weakley. 
“The supreme court of the United tSates 
has declared that the policy of state 
legislatures is not subject to review by 
federal courts and that the courts may 
not even consider complaints that cer- 
tain legislation is drastic.”’ 

No denial was made of the supremacy 
of the constitution of the United tSates. 
livery state officer upheld it and the 
supreme court of Alabama bowed in 
submission to it. He was there to 
speak only in defense of the right of a 
sovereign state to regulate the public 
service corporations doing business in 
sit borders. 

Judge Weakley contended the refusal 
of Judge Jones to extend his jurisdic- 
tion over the cases would not take away 
the rights of the railroads. They would 
still have, he said, the right to go into 
the courts of the state.

FOR FORESTS 
GOVERNOR ACTS 


Sent Letters to Governors to 
Appoint Delegates to 
Convention. 


Acting upon resolutions passed ar 
the mass meeting Thursday night by 
the Appalachian National Forest Asso- 
ciation, yesterday afternoon Governor 
Hoke Smith sent out letters to the dif- 
ferent southern states urging that they 
appoint delegates to meet with the as- 
sociation in Washington on the 29th ot 
this month to aid in the passage of the 
White bill before congress on the 30th. 

It was announced that the vice presi- 
dents of the organization in North and 
South Carolina had nominated delegates 
to the meeting from their states. Be- 
sides these delegates there will be a 
special “hearing committee,’ consisting 
of twenty members from each siate, to 
go to Washington. 

At the meeting Thursday night res- 
olutions were passed asking that Gov- 
ernor Smith write letters to the gover- 
nors of the southern states urging 
that they send delegates to the session 
Washington, and likewise to ap- 
point twenty delegates from their states 
to be on the hearing commiktee to dis-

At the convention a resolution was 
passed expressing regret that President 
Ligon Johnson, of the organization, was 
too ill to be here at this time, due to 
the fact that he is seriously ill in New 
York City with jagrippe.

CATSBURG MINE 
IS ALL ABLAZE 


Pittsburg, Pa., January 17.—The Cats- 
burg mine of the Monongahela Consc!.- 
idated Coal.and Coke Company, located 
near Monongahela City, thirty miles 
south of here, is reported Durning toe 
night. Forty men were at work in the 
mine, but whether they have perished 
is not known. Exploring parties have 
started a search of the mine from three 
entries and material for extinguishing 
the fire is being hurried to the scene. 

The Catsburg mine is the largest own- 
ed by the Monongahela River Consoli- 
dated Coal and Coke Company. The 
main entry is on the outskirts of Mo- 
nongahela City. There is another entry 
at Frye station, one mile south, and an- 
other seven miles south, near Charlerol, 
where the Catsburg mine jofns the 
Black Diamond mine, owned by the 
Pittsburg Coal Company. 

A nignt shift of forty men was at 
work near heading No. 78. where the 
fire started, but unless h@mmed in by 
the flames, they could escape through 
either of these entries. 

Mine Inspector Harry Louttit took 
charge of the rescue work and with 
twenty-five men started an exploration 
ef the mine. So far they have found 
no sign of life In the mine and no dead 
bodies. 

The fire, it was reported, was started 
by a blowout shot and the solid coal 
was ignited.

EGYPTIAN COTTON 
STEADILY INCREASES 


By James A. Hall. 

Cotton grown at a cost of 7 1-3 cents 
per pound, but still returning a prinoely 
profit—that is the story that comes from 
the delta of the Nile through the recent 
consular reports. Georgia farmers can- 
not fail to be Interested in the detailed 
report of a high class farm of 684 acres 
operated under the most modern meth- 
ods in the land of the khetive. 
ports show that this farm, which is sup- 
plied with its own commissary and oper- 
ated by ‘hired labor entirely, paid out 
for labor and other expenses during the 
) year 1906 the sum of $8,669 and received 
in exchange for the entire cotton crop, 
including the seed ang stalks, $24,329. 
Only 214 acres were devoted to cotton 
and the total cost of cultivation per 
acre, including fertilizers, was $40.34. 
The gross return per acre was $113.27, 
showing a profit of $72.93 per acre. 

The cost- of labor in the lower Nile 
valley has increased greatly during the 
past three years. The laborers come 
chiefly from wpper BWgypt, and as the 
area of fertile land increases in that 
section, employment can be found near-

On this cotton farm In the Nile val- 
ley there was paid out for cattle food 
and care takers for the cattle the sum 
of $1,261.33, which shows that the BHgyp- 
tian planters are not “all cotton farm- 
ers” by any means. The cost of repair- 
ing roads, bridges and irrigating ditches 
was $208.50. Two overseers, one for 
land and one for cattle, called for an 
outlay of $616.22, while a storeKeeper 
and two clerks cost only $374.05.

With farms such as.the one here dis- 
cussed the English have gradually in- 
creased the cotton production of Egypt 
until the crop for 1906-07 showed a yield 
1,387,225 bales, which brought to the 
growers $132,250,000. This is the largest 
crop Egypt has ever produced. With 
the further extension of the irrigated 
area in upper Egypt and the better sys- 
temization of farming and marketing, it 
is certain that the number of bales pro- 
duceg in the Nile valley must continue 
to increase for some time to come. 

The spirit of the British nation regard- 
ing the cotton spinning business and 
the careful development of a sonrrce of 
supiply within the HMmits of the empire 
was recently forcibly expressed by Lloyd 
George, president of the British board of 
trade. Addressing the manufacturers of 
Manchester, Mr. George said: 

“Well, now it is really very astonish- 
ing what Lancashire has done with cot- 
ton. Here you have to carry your ma- 
terial thousands of miles across the 
ocean and you beat the world. There 
are two or three figures I would like to 
quote here because they are very re- 
markable. They are figures full of ro- 
mance. It ig a great story—a story of 
British grit, of British brains, of British 
courage and it is something after all (we 
must not be too modest)—to be proud 
of. Here we have the United States 
of America growing its own cotton and 
selling to the world last year cotton 
fabrics to the value of £11,000,000 
sterling. Here ts Lancashire, which has 
to get its cotton from America, and, l 
am glad to say, is now getting its cot- 
ton from the British empire in growing 
quantities and in improving qualities, has 
gone up to £100,000,000 sterling, and you 
are going to exceed that this year. In 
five years you have put something like 
£27,000,000 into the cotton business of 
Great Britain. The United States of 
America has put in something like £4,- 
000,000 and Germany has put in 
something like £6,000,000, and we export 
three times as much as both of them 
put together. So let us eat, drink and 
be merry, for the future of the British 
cotton manufacturing business was 
never brighter.’ 
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Last Fight of the War. 

Editor Constitution: In your issue of 
uary 7 there ig a communication from Mr. J. 
G. Ramsey in reference to the last conflict 
of arms east of the Mississippi in 
which it was stated that it was fought in 
this state on April 23, 1865. 

With all due deference to Mr. Ramsey I 
think he must be wrong in his dates and I 
think so from the following facts: Sherman 
burned Columbia on February 17; Charleston 
was evacuated the same night or the next, 
and at that time my regiment, the First 
South Carolina cavalry,” was a part of the 
garrison of the city, all the troops being un- 
der the command of General Harden. We re- 
mained for a day or two near the city and 
then marched in the direction of Florence, 
5. C., crossing the Santee river at St. 
Stephen. Sherman’g army was ahead of us 
and we marched vigorously across his trafl 
and crossed the Great Pedee about 2 miles 
above Cheraw. We never saw any yankee 
troops nor did we hear of any that Sherman 
had left behind him. If General Potter had 
been in that section we would undoubtedly 
have run across him, I think. 

The battle of Bentonville was fought on 
March 9, I think, or about that time, and 
Averysboro just before it. Sherman then lay 
around Goldsboro for some time and began 
active operations about April 1, pushing John- 
ston back toward Raleigh and thence toward 
Greensboro. The armistice was agreed upon 
about April 18 and on April 26 Johnston sur- 
rendered. The fact that Sherman had march- 
ea his entire army through South Carolina 
and that we had marched a!) the available 
force ‘that we had to get into his front, pre- 
cludes the idea that any engagement could 
have been fought in South Carolina any time 
during April.

The amount brought into sight during 
the past ‘week has been 310,176 bales, 
against 422.293 for the 7 days ending
